Every  successful  Christian  liberal  arts 
college  must  obtain  the  talents  of  persons 
who  practice  accentuating  the  positive.  We 
have  many  positives  to  celebrate  at  baptist 
College  as  we  prepare  for  the  21st  century. 

First,  we  have  thousands  of  alumni 
wh(  i  bear  living  testim<  »ny  t<  >  the  value  <  >f  a 
baptist  College  educ  ation.  Alumni  giving  to 
the  college  has  grow  n  rapidly  in  rec  ent 
years.  Paying  memberships  in  the  Alumni 
Association  have  increased  from  less  than 
ISO  m  1984  to  over  500  in  1988.  Alumni 
continue  to  distinguish  themselves  in  their 
ch< >sen  careers. 

Second,  enrollment  has  grow  n  horn 
1,538  .students  in  1984  to  1925  students  this 
fall.  <  )ur  present  student  body  consists  ol 
the  best  kind  of  young  people  you'll  find 
anywhere.  They  are  compatible  with  the 
school's  mission  of  academic  excellence  in 
a  Christian  environment. 

Third,  we  are  emphasizing  develop- 
ment ol  the  total  person,  baptist  College  is 
preparing  students  for  life,  not  just  a  job.

Formation  of  a 
board  of  Visitors  has  been  a  positive 
forward  step  in  establishing  new-  networks 
for  rec  ruiting  and  fund  raising.

Sixth,  our  Graduate  Studies  Program 
continues  to  grow.

As  Baptist  College  at  Charleston  looks 
beyond  the  Silver  Anniversary  the  next  goal 
is  to  establish  a  "Margin  For  Excellence." 

While  the  Silver  Anniversary  celebration 
continues  through  the  current  academic 
year,  an  all  out  effort  by  Baptist  College's 
friends,  alumni,  stall  and  faculty  has 
already  begun  to  attain  the  "Margin  For 
Excellence"  through  a  $4,500,000  campaign 
that  w  ill  entend  until  1991-  Early  response 
to  the  appeal  has  netted  nearly  $2  million 

The  Margin  For  Excellence  drive- 
addresses  the  following  needs 

•  I  million  in  academic  scholarship 
endowment 

•  I  million  in  unrestricted  endowment 
•$1,350,000  in  current  operation  1988-91 

•  $200,000  m  faculty  development 
endowment 

•  $300,000  in  endowment  professorship 

•  $680,000  in  capital  iunds 
•$100,000  for  library  resources  and 

academic  equipment 
•$235,000  for  other  programs 

Dr.  JairyC.  Hunter,  Jr.,  in  a  campaign 
kickoff  gala,  challenged  over  200  Presi- 
dent's Club  members  and  others  to  "claim 
the  Margin  For  Excellence." 

President  Hunter  said  the  Margin  For 
Excellence  is  Phase  II  of  a  $12  million 
Challenge  Campaign  whic  h  began  in  1985. 
The  first  phase,  with  a  $6  million  goal,  w  as 
surpassed  in  late  1987.  Al  Hodge,  executive 
vice  president  for  the  Charleston  Trident 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  presided  over  the 
e\  ening's  events

media slide  presentation  which  c  losed  the 
evening's  pr<  >gram.

Lightsey  Endowment  Reaches  $200,000 


Baptist  College  at  Charleston's  Margin 
For  Excellence  Campaign  has  been 
bolstered  by  the  campaign's  honorary 
Chairman,  W.  Norris  Lightsey  of 
Varnville. 

Lightsey  made  a  cash  gift  of  $167,550 
as  a  memorial  to  his  late  wife,  Nell 
Peeples  Lightsey,  whose  birthday  was 
Nov. 4.  $167,550  provides  additional 
scholarship  funds  through  the  Nell 
Peeples  Lightsey  and  W.  Norris  Lightsey 
endowed  scholarships.  The  new  gift 
raises  the  combined  scholarship's 
endowment  to  $200,000. 

The  Lightsey  gift  was  one  of  nearly 
60  early  cash  gifts  that  dramatically  set 
the  Margin  For  Excellence  campaign  in 
motion 

In  a  letter  to  Lightsey,  President  Jairy 
C,  Hunter,  Jr.  said,  "We  know  that  this 
decision  on  your  part  brings  a  smile  to 
the  face  of  the  "grandmother"  of  Baptist 
College  at  Charleston.  Many  more 
students  with  needs  will  be  helped  to 
achieve  their  dreams  of  a  college 


education  because  of  your  generosity. 
"Twelve  more  students  will  receive 
Lightsey  scholarships  of  $  1 ,000  each 
year  due  to  the  Lightsey  gift.  Two 
students,  one  from  1  lampion  and  one 
from  Walterboro,  received  Lightsey 
Scholarships  last  year." 

Fred  K.  Norris,  Jr.,  of  Eutawville, 
chairman  of  the  trustee  division  for  the 
Margin  For  Excellence  campaign,  said,  "I 
can  recall  Mrs.  Lightsey  saying  that  she 
was  so  happy  that  the  Baptist  College 
provided  an  education  for  the  average 
student— the  student  who  for  financial 
and  other  reasons  could  not  go  any- 
where else." 

"Through  the  years  Lightsey's  faith  in 
Baptist  College  has  been  firm  and  you 
have  inv  ested  a  great  deal  of  time, 
influence  and  money  in  this  vision  we 
all  had— your  support  of  these  fully 
funded  Lightsey  Scholarships  is  another 
example  of  your—and  Mrs  Lightse)  s 
belief  in  the  young  people  at  Baptist 
College  who  are  our  future." 
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Magee's  Three  1988  Awards  Are  All  Quite  Special 


Prison  was  not  their  goal,  but  society 
determined  that  they  should  be  there. 
Within  prison  walls,  however,  they  are 
giv  en  a  chance  to  change  and  develop 
through  education. 

Two  years  ago,  the  administrators  of 
one  of  South  Carolina's  new  est  prisons, 
Lieber  Correctional  Institution  in  Ridgeville, 
asked  baptist  College  at  Charleston  to 
begin  offering  college  classes  to  the 
inmates  there.  The  result  is  a  flourishing 
evening  program  staffed  by  faculty 
members  who  drive  20  miles  to  the  prison 
to  teach  their  courses. 

Dr.  Harriette  Magee,  chairman  of  Baptist 
College's  Department  of  Behavioral 
Sciences,  was  one  of  the  pioneers  when 
this  program  was  started  two  years  ago. 
She  has  shown  as  much  dedication  to  her 
inmate-students  at  Lieber  as  she  has  to  her 
conventional  students  on  the  Baptist 
College  campus. 

In  1988  Magee  received  three  awards: 
the  Baptist  College  Faculty  Service  Award, 
the  Baptist  College  Faculty  Teaching  Award 
and  a  special  Professor  of  the  Year  Award 
hand-crafted  by  inmates  at  Lieber  prison 

Magee  has  taught  General  Psychology 
and  Abnormal  Psychology  at  Lieber  and 
says  that  the  inmate-students  find  her 
subject  particularly  interesting.  "They  are 
very  interested  in  diagnosis  and  abnormal 
behavior." 

Magee  sees  a  wide  diversity  i  >f  ability 
and  motivation  among  the  students  al 
Lieber.  "S<  >me  of  the  prisoners  are 
motivated  and  hard  working.  Some  just 
take  a  class  as  a  diversion,  because  it  brings 
some  of  the  outside  in." 

"Many  have  a  definite  goal— a  degree. 
They  know  they  will  need  that  on  the 
outside.  Most  of  them  are  genuinely 
interested  in  acquiring  knowledge,  even 
students  w  ho  aren't  particularly  interested 
in  what  grades  they  get  or  even  in  finishing 
the  course.  They  ask  questions  and  arc- 
interested  in  the  material." 

"Leaching  at  Lieber  is  not  Magee's  first 
experience  within  a  prison  environment. 
When  she  was  working  on  her  doctorate, 
she  began  counseling  a  man  in  a  maximum 
security  facility  for  the  criminally  insane  in 
Tennessee.  She  was  also  involved  in 
psychological  testing  there.  Finally,  her 
experience  in  that  setting  became  the  basis 
for  her  dissertation,  which  dealt  with  the 
level  of  ego-development  in  men  diag- 
nosed with  an  antisocial  personality 
disorder. 

Magee  finds  teaching  prisoners  a 
considerable  challenge.  "They  pressure 
you  and  test  limits,"  she  says.  "They  arc- 
very  observant,  very  perceptiv  e,  very  much 
tuned  in  to  whether  I  am  being  honest  and 
genuine  with  them." 

Although  Magee  is  a  counselor  as  well 
as  a  teacher,  she  avoids  counseling 
prisoners.  "I  try  not  to  get  involved  in  their

personal  lives,"  she  says. 

"But  I  have  felt  a  real  interaction, 
personal  interaction,  with  these  folks.  They 
laugh  readily.  They  express  their  feelings 
readily,  both  positive  and  negative. 
Sometimes,  my  classroom  seems  like  a  little 
oasis  within  the  prison.  They  bring  their 
concerns,  their  past  experiences  and 
angers. ..and  their  joys  as  well.  The 
classroom  is  a  special  place  for  them." 

"They  want  to  know  if  they  can  count 
on  w  hat  I  say.  They  want  to  know  the 
sources  of  the  information  I  give  them. 
Teaching  them  has  been  a  challenging, 
positiv  e  experience,  and  I've  learned  a 
great  deal  from  it." 

Magee  hasn't  had  any  particular 
problem  with  behavior  at  Lieber.  She 
expects  the  same  respectful  attention  from 
the  inmates  that  she  does  from  students  on 
campus.  "That  doesn't  mean  that  they 
automatically  give  respect,"  she  says,  "but 
neither  do  conventional  students.  I  haven't 
had  any  real  problems  with  discipline." 

Magee  came  to  Baptist  College  in  1984 
from  Belmont  College,  a  Southern  Baptist 
institution  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  She  taught 
there  while  she  was  completing  her 
doctorate  at  Vanderbilt. 

As  the  three  awards  she  won  last  year 
show,  she  is  certainly  qualified  to  identify 
the  ingredients  of  effective  teaching. 


"I  believe  that  one  has  to  recognize  that 
every  class  contains  people  at  many 
different  developmental  levels,"  she  says. 
"They  come  from  many  different  back- 
grounds and  have  had  different  life 
experiences.  Some  hav  e  more  knowledge 
than  others.  They  perceive  the  world  in 
different  ways." 

A  good  teacher,  she  says,  must  be 
realistic  about  this  diversity.  "You  mustn't 
think  that  you  can  so  into  a  classroom  with 
one  method  of  presenting  material  and  be 
able  to  reach  everybody.  Neither  can  you 
please  everybody,  because  people  have

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Bachelor  of  Technology  Program  Is  Individualized

Since  its  inception  twenty-five  years 
ago,  Baptist  College  at  Charleston  has  been 
a  pioneer  in  offering  a  variety  of  educa- 
tional opportunities  to  non-traditional 
students.  The  college's  most  recent 
innovation  has  been  the  Bachelor  of 
Technology  degree,  which  allows  a  student 
to  receive  full  credit  for  an  associate  degree 
earned  at  one  of  South  Carolina's  technical 
colleges. 

Dr.  Clyde  Odom,  who  directs  the 
Bachelor  of  Technology  ( B.T. )  degree 
program,  says  that  the  degree  allows 
students  "to  build  on  what  they  have." 
Technical  school  graduates  will  lose  no 
credits  when  they  transfer  inti  >  the  college's 
B.T.  program. 

Students  who  receive  a  B.T.  degree  may 
transfer  in  as  many  as  68  semester  hours 
from  the  technical  college  where  they 
earned  their  associate  degree.  The  remain- 
ing hours  are  used  to  fulfill  Baptist  Col- 
lege's general  education  requirements  and 
to  complete  advanced  courses  in  an  area 
which  is  "cognate"  to  the  career  area  that 


the  student  wants  to  pursue. 

"We  are  taking  people  out  of  a  closed- 
ended  situation,"  Odom  says,  "and 
providing  them  with  a  liberal-arts  degree 
which  will  complement  their  training  in 
technology.  This  give  them  more  options 
for  career  advancement." 

The  B.T.  program  is  totally  individual- 
ized. Each  student  who  registers  for  the 
degree  agrees  to  a  "contract"  which 
establishes  the  credits  that  will  transfer 
from  the  associate  degree,  the  numbers  of 
hours  to  be  taken  in  the  "cognate"  area, 
and  the  number  dedicated  to  fulfilling  core 
requirements.  Odom  and  a  professor  from 
the  "cognate"  discipline  work  with  the 
student  to  formulate  an  individualized  pro- 
gram. 

Often  the  employers  of  B.T.  students 
take  part  in  advising.  "Many  of  our  students 
are  sent  to  us  by  employers  who  want  them 
to  upgrade  their  skills,"  Odom  observes. 
"In  such  cases,  an  employer  can  help 
choose  the  courses  we  offer  that  will  be  <  >f 
most  use  to  his  organization." 

Baptist  College  president  Jairy  C.  Hunter 


initiated  the  Bachelor  of  Technology 
concept  and  has  been  instrumental  in 
forming  "articulation  agreements"  with 
technical  colleges  across  the  state. 

At  present,  the  college  has  .signed  agree- 
ments with  nine  of  South  Carolina's 
technical  colleges  state  wide  and  expects  to 
have  agreements  w  ith  all  of  them  by 
Spring,  1989.  "We  are  very  pleased  to  enter 
into  these  articulation  agreements,"  Hunter 
says,  "because  they  provide  upward 
mobility  for  students  who  want  to  move 
beyond  the  careers  normally  available  to 
students  of  technical  colleges."

One  of  the  most  significant  advances 
made  at  Baptist  College  at  Charleston  over 
the  last  five  years  has  been  the  integration 
of  computer  use  into  various  academic 
programs  across  campus.  The  college's 
campus-wide  computing  program  is 
coordinated  by  the  Institute  of  Computing 
and  Information  Sciences  (COINS).  The 
goal  of  this  department  is  to  establish 
"computing  across  the  curriculum"  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  college's  academic  life. 

Professor  James  Roberts,  w  ho  heads  the 
COINS  program,  believes  that  his  depart- 
ment's most  important  accomplishment  has 
been  the  coordination  of  computer 
teaching  and  use  between  the  science  and 
business  departments. 

Roberts  feels  that  Baptist  College  has 
achieved  better  cooperation  between 
business  and  science  that  many  larger 
institutions.  "Most  large  universities  are 
trying  to  get  the  business  and  science 
professors  to  share  common  facilities  and 
methods,  but  these  efforts  are  usually 
thwarted  by  the  competition  for  funds  that 
occurs  between  the  two  areas." 

According  to  Roberts,  the  small 
size  and  congenial  atmosphere  at  Baptist 
College  encourages  close  cooperation 
between  the  departments,  "Our  business 
and  science  professors  have  been  working 
together  since  the  COINS  program  was  set 
up  in  1984,"  he  says.  "In  fact,  the  COINS 
program  is  by  nature  multi-disciplinary.  I 
and  Professor  Fred  Worthy  are  the  only- 
official  members  of  the  department.  Most 
COINS  classes  art  taught  by  members  of  the 


faculty  at  large 

COINS  offers  no  majors  of  its  own. 
Rather,  it  gives  support  to  computer-related 
majors  offered  by  the  mathematics  and  the 
business  departments.  The  business  and 
science  faculty  work  together  to  purchase 
equipment  and  plan  curricula.  The  COINS 
faculty  help  them  to  establish  a  thoroughly 
integrated  approach  to  teaching  the 
computer  and  information  sciences 

The  COINS  program  concerns 
itself  with  more  than  just  business  and 
mathematics,  however.  It  is  responsible  for 
administering  the  college  s  computer 
literacy  course,  w  hich  is  required  ol  all 
students  for  graduation.  The  computer 
literacy  requirement  was  established  during 
the  first  year  of  President  Jairy  C.  Hunter. 
Jr.'s,  administration  and  is  intended  to 
insure  that  all  graduates,  no  matter  what 
their  major,  have  a  basic  knowledge  of 
computer  use 

Computer  Literacy  sections  are 
taught  by  faculty  from  the  humanities  and 
social  sciences  as  well  as  the  natural 
sciences.  In  fact,  s<  irae  <  )f  the  m<  >st  active 
teachers  of  computer  literacy  are  form 
departments  such  as  English  and  religion. 

But  even  professors  w  ho  are  not 
directly  involved  in  teaching  computer 
a  lurses  are  integrating  computer  science 
into  their  disciplines.  Enthusiasm  f<  >r  and 
knowledge  of  computer  use  has  spread 
widely  among  the  faculty,  so  that  a  student 
in  just  about  any  academic  major  now 
learns  how  his  discipline  has  been  affected 
by  the  latest  developments  in  computer 


science.  The  COINS  program  serves  as  a 
valuable  resource  for  professors  who  are 
integrating  computer  sc  ience  into  a  wide 
variety  of  academic  programs  at  Baptist 
College,  are  integrating  computer  sc  ience 
into  a  wide  variety  of  academic  programs  at 
Baptist  College. n.

Lightsey  Endowment  Reaches  $200,000 


Baptist  College  at  Charleston's  Margin 
For  Excellence  Campaign  has  been 
bolstered  by  the  campaign's  honorary 
Chairman,  W.  Norris  Lightsey  of 
Varnville. 

Lightsey  made  a  cash  gift  of  $167,550 
as  a  memorial  to  his  late  wife,  Nell 
Peeples  Lightsey,  whose  birthday  w  as 
Nov. 4.  $167,550  provides  additional 
scholarship  funds  through  the  Nell 
Peeples  Lightsey  and  W.  Norris  Lightsey 
endowed  scholarships.  The  new  gift 
raises  the  combined  scholarship's 
endowment  to  S200,000. 

The  Lightsey  gift  was  one  of  nearly 
60  early  cash  gifts  that  dramatically  set 
the  Margin  For  Excellence  campaign  in 
motion. 

In  a  letter  to  Lightsey,  President  Jairy 
C.  Hunter,  Jr.  said,  "We  know  that  this 
decision  on  your  part  brings  a  smile  to 
the  face  of  the  "grandmother"  of  Baptist 
College  at  Charleston.  Many  more 
students  with  needs  will  be  helped  to 
achieve  their  dreams  of  a  college 


education  because  of  your  generosity. 
"Twelve  more  students  will  receive 
Lightsey  scholarships  of  $1,000  each 
year  due  to  the  Lightsey  gift.  Two 
students,  one  from  Hampton  and  one 
from  Walterboro.  received  Lightsey 
Scholarships  last  year." 

Fred  K.  Norris,  Jr.,  of  Eutawville, 
chairman  of  the  trustee  division  for  the 
Margin  For  Excellence  campaign,  said,  "1 
can  recall  Mrs.  Lightsey  saying  that  she 
was  so  happy  that  the  Baptist  College 
provided  an  education  for  the  average 
student— the  student  who  for  financial 
and  other  reasons  could  not  go  any- 
where else." 

"Through  the  years  Lightsey  s  faith  in 
Baptist  College  has  been  firm  and  you 
have  invested  a  great  deal  of  time, 
influence  and  money  in  this  vision  we 
all  had— your  support  of  these  fully 
funded  Lightsey  Scholarships  is  another 
example  of  your— and  Mrs.  Lightsey 's 
belief  in  the  young  people  at  Baptist 
College  who  are  our  future." 
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Magee's  Three  1988  Awards  Are  All  Quite  Special 


Prison  was  not  their  goal,  but  society 
determined  that  they  should  be  there. 
Within  prison  walls,  however,  they  are- 
given  a  chance  to  change  and  develop 
through  education. 

Two  years  ago,  the  administrators  of 
one  of  South  Carolina's  newest  prisons, 
Lieber  Correctional  Institution  in  Ridgeville, 
asked  Baptist  College  at  Charleston  to 
begin  offering  college  classes  to  the 
inmates  there.  The  result  is  a  flourishing 
evening  program  staffed  by  faculty 
members  who  drive  20  miles  to  the  prison 
to  teach  their  courses. 

Dr.  Harriette  Magee,  chairman  of  Baptist 
College's  Department  of  Behavioral 
Sciences,  was  one  of  the  pioneers  when 
this  program  was  started  two  years  ago. 
She  has  shown  as  much  dedication  to  her 
inmate-students  at  Lieber  as  she  has  to  her 
conventional  students  on  the  Baptist 
College  campus. 

In  1988  Magee  received  three  awards: 
the  Baptist  College  Faculty  Service  Award, 
the  Baptist  College  Faculty  Teaching  Award 
and  a  special  Professor  of  the  Year  Award 
hand-crafted  by  inmates  at  Lieber  prison. 

Magee  has  taught  General  Psychology 
and  Abnormal  Psychology  at  Lieber  and 
says  that  the  inmate-students  find  her 
subject  particularly  interesting.  "They  are 
very  interested  in  diagnosis  and  abnormal 
behavior." 

Magee  sees  a  w  ide  diversity  of  ability 
and  motivation  among  the  students  at 
Lieber.  "Some  of  the  prisoners  are 
motivated  and  hard  working.  Some  just 
take  a  class  as  a  diversion,  because  it  brings 
some  of  the  outside  in." 

"Many  have  a  definite  goal— a  degree. 
They  know  they  will  need  that  on  the 
outside.  Most  of  them  are  genuinely 
interested  in  acquiring  knowledge,  even 
students  who  aren't  particularly  interested 
in  what  grades  they  get  or  even  in  finishing 
the  course.  They  ask  questions  and  are 
interested  in  the  material." 

Teaching  at  Lieber  is  not  Magee's  first 
experience  within  a  prison  env  ironment. 
When  she  was  working  on  her  doctorate, 
she  began  counseling  a  man  in  a  maximum 
security  facility  for  the  criminally  insane  in 
Tennessee.  She  was  also  involved  in 
psychological  testing  there.  Finally,  her 
experience  in  that  setting  became  the  basis 
for  her  dissertation,  which  dealt  with  the 
level  of  ego-development  in  men  diag- 
nosed with  an  antisocial  personality 
disorder. 

Magee  finds  teaching  prisoners  a 
considerable  challenge.  "They  pressure 
you  and  test  limits,"  she  says.  "They  are 
very  observant,  very  perceptive,  very  much 
tuned  in  to  whether  I  am  being  honest  and 
genuine  with  them." 

Although  Magee  is  a  counselor  as  well 
as  a  teacher,  she  avoids  counseling 
prisoners.  "I  try  not  to  get  involved  in  their

personal  lives,"  she  says. 

"But  I  have  felt  a  real  interaction, 
personal  interaction,  with  these  folks.  They 
laugh  readily.  They  express  their  feelings 
readily,  both  positive  and  negative. 
Sometimes,  my  classroom  seems  like  a  little 
oasis  within  the  prison.  They  bring  their 
concerns,  their  past  experiences  and 
angers... and  their  joys  as  well.  The 
classroom  is  a  special  place  for  them." 

"They  want  t<  >  know  if  they  can  count 
on  what  I  say.  They  want  to  know  the 
sources  of  the  information  I  give  them. 
Teaching  them  has  been  a  challenging, 
positive  experience,  and  I've  learned  a 
great  deal  from  it." 

Magee  hasn't  had  any  particular 
problem  with  behavior  at  Lieber.  She 
expects  the  same  respectful  attention  from 
the  inmates  that  she  does  from  students  on 
campus.  "That  doesn't  mean  that  they 
automatically  give  respect,"  she  says,  "but 
neither  do  conventional  students.  I  haven't 
had  any  real  problems  with  discipline." 

Magee  came  to  Baptist  College  in  1984 
from  Belmont  College,  a  Southern  Baptist 
institution  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  She  taught 
there  while  she  was  completing  her 
doctorate  at  Vanderbilt. 

As  the  three  awards  she  won  last  year 
show,  she  is  certainly  qualified  to  identify 
the  ingredients  of  effective  teaching. 


"I  believe  that  one  has  to  recognize  that 
every  class  contains  people  at  many 
different  developmental  levels,"  she  says. 
"They  come  from  many  different  back- 
grounds and  hav  e  had  different  life 
experiences.  Some  have  more  knowledge 
than  others.  They  perceive  the  world  in 
different  ways." 

A  good  teacher,  she  says,  must  be 
realistic  about  this  diversity.  "You  mustn't 
think  that  you  can  so  into  a  classroom  with 
one  method  of  presenting  material  and  be 
able  to  reach  everybody.  Neither  can  you 
please  everybody,  because  people  have
